The Case.A gainst Wayne Bertram Williams?

When Wayne Bertram Williams comes td 
trial for the alleged murders of two Atlanta 
Children, national attention will focus its all- 
“seeing lens on one slender thread of evidence 
several tiny pieces of green fiber. At least part 
of the prosecution's case dangles by the 
thread of these flimsy fibers, which police say 
“could interweave the destinies of the two 
murder victims and place them at some time 
on the green rug in Williams’ room 
The Williams Case will raise many questions 
for the layperson. How accurate is fiber analy- 
sis? How have courts regarded it in the past? 


And most importantly, how. credible is fiber 


evidence in court now? 
“Fiber evidence and its evolution fuimasort 
of microcosm of what's happened in the 


jaw professor af Washington University in St 
Louis and an author and leading expert in the 
field of scientific evidence. Imwinkelried says 
that when expert witnesses are called to pres- 
ent fiber or other kinds of scientific evidence 
in Court, their hands are figuratively tied by a, 
decision that dates back'to 1923, duringacase 
called Frye v. United States from the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals. To place that 
legal date tn scientific context it-occurred 
three years before evdiution was “tried” in the 
Scopes “Monkey Trial.” - ; 
In the Frye case, the defense attempted to 
admit'as évidence results of tests froma kind 
of primitive polygraph -- a systolic blood pres- 
sure instrument. \ 
During that trial, the expert witness took the 
stand and testified that he thought-this téch- 
"nique to be valid and the instrumentation reli- 
able. He also placed his personal credentijals 
on the line for its validity. When, however, ‘the 
expert failed to testify to the effect that “this 
theory and instrument have gained general 
acceptance within pertinent scientific cir- 
clés," the trial judge excluded the evidence

Why? The’court demanded proot of.the tech- 

Nology’s acceptance by the scientific com- 
—-Munity as-an additional guatantee that this’ 
new method really “worked.” 

The Frye decision went virtually unnoticed 
for almost 50 years -- mostly because little 
Scientific evidence was being admitted in 
court. During the past decade, though, as. 
more and more scientific technology began to 
trickle, steam, spatk ‘and bubble into court 
cases, defense attorneys rediscovered the 
1923 decision in what Imwinkelried calls “the 
renaissance of Frye." 

In roughly 45 states, that once insignificant 
ruling isnow the governing test for the’ admis- 
sibility of scientific evidence. 

What is the justification for the Frye deci- 


“ sion? “We're fearful that the jury is going to be 


overwhelmed by scientific evidence,” explains 
Imwinkelried “In effect, Frye delegates the 
decision on the reliability of the scientific 
; ientific community.’ - —.. 
Frye creates a lag time between the devel- 
opment of a new technology for analyzing 
evidence and its admissibility in court. “We've 
got to wait until that technique gains enough 
currency and circulation within the relevant 
scientific discipline,” says Iimwinkelried, 
“before a court will say, ‘Now it is ready to be 
admitted."” F 
In the particular instance of fiber evidence, 
tremendous improvements in instrumentation 
for analyzing fiber have taken place in the fast 
ten years. Infrared spectroscopy -- a method 
that-determines the exact amount of infrared 
energy absorbed by a fiber sample -- actually 
provides a “chemical fingerprint" that Imwin- 
kelried says can determine whether two fibers 
have the same chemical composition and 


“types Tremendous advances in microscopic: 


equipment have also occurred. The scanning 
electron microscope, for example, has multip- 
lied an investigator's capability for “eyebal- 
ling” fiber evidence by about 50 times, says 
Imwinkelried. Such technology refocuses 
magnification capabilities from about 2,000X 
to more than 100,000X.

There is something fundamentally wrong in 
the Reagan administration. More and more we 
hear cries from the Justice Department about 
being “technically” correct in its rulings on 
civil rights and now that Preoccupation has 
been joined by the Treasury's reprehensible 
reversal of Section 501 (c) (3) of the Internal 
Revenue Code allowing tax subsidized racism 
for private schools and colleges. 

The result is a string of unfortunate and ill- 
advised civil rights rulings which systemati- 
cally exclude the interests of a group the 
government is supposed to represent. And the 
president is paying the bill. 

Thetatest incident was an unnecessary, cal- 
lous, abysmal ignorance that allowed tax- 
exempt status to two schools that discriminate 
against Biacks.

Civil rights leadership in the sixties also had 
a tough fight, but then the enemies were 
clearly identifiable. -—~segregation-taws; how 
ling mobs and club-wielding bullies in sheriff's 
uniforms.

the president doing a turnaround and adopt- 
ing a hard-line approach against taxpayer 
subsidized racism.

“Reds” But Not Black 


By WILLIAM K. WOLFE 


| Was raised in a small 
suburban. community: out- 
side New York City in the 
early 1940s. It was a unique 
time in my ‘life. It was 
shortly after the Great 
Depression and before our 
involvement in World War 
11. We were alt fhoneyless -- 
both the blacks and whites. 
Except for a few whites 
who.went to Catholic 
schools, most of the young 
people in the community 
attended the loca! public 
schools. This situation 
allowed for good integra- 
tion, both by class and 
race. Atatime when a black 
male student dared not sit 
at the sme table with a 
white female student, many 
of us were invited to cock- 
tail parties and other social 
events for philosophical 
discussions which were 
conducted by ‘Radical 
Left” whites. 

Recently, | had the 
opportunity to view the 
movie “Reds” which was 
produced, directed and 
acted by Warren Beatty as 
the star. It was a magnifi- 
cent movie concerning the 
birth of the Communist 
Party. What fascinated me 
most of all was that there 
were no blacks involved. 
This was not a racist over- 
sight, but a reflection of 
reality. It accurately 
depicted the fact that 
blacks in the United States 
never embraced Commu- 
nism in significant numbers, 
especially so when one 
compares them to other 
ethnic groups involved. 

1 recall that, when | 
returned, home from the 
Army after World War Il 
and went to college, race 
relations were poor, to say 
the least. Yet, despite the 
direct contradiction of 
black soldiers -being 
treated shabbily upon 
returning home after fight- 
ing for our country, most 


still believed in the Ameri- 


can Dream. | must concede

Oppression and the lack 
of opportunity was also the.

One of the first major- 
attempts by the blacks for a.

This movement 
obtained wide-spread sup- 
port in the black communh- 
ity. We had our belly full of ' 
the abuse and degredation. 
Enough was enough and’ 
we were determined to:.

Biack-Americanissues 
that we organizedina ; 
movement -- not for Africa: 
not for Israel, not for Russia’ 
- but for Black America.‘ 


During the Civil Rights 
Movement there were, 
attempts by many to. dia--, 
credit Or.

Strenuous Work 
Sure Meat Is Wholesome, Eatable

Many of us that consume 
meat do-not know about 
the tremendous effort that~ 
goes into irfsuring that the 
meat products we eat are 
wholesome, sanitary, and® 
‘labeled properly. 

All of the beef, poultry. 
and pork eaten in the Uni- 
ted States, and the packing 
houses or processing 
plants that produce meat 
and meat products, must 
meet stringent yovernment 
standards. 

Compliance to govern- 
ment regulations of spe- 
cially trained veterinarians. 


The inspection process 
has essentially foursteps: a 
pre-operative plant sanita- 
tion inspection, inspection 
of the animals before and 
after they are killed, ‘and 
inspection of'processing 
procedures. i 

The pre-operative saiiita- 
tion inspection is done 
each morning before the 
plant starts operating. The 
equipment and facilities 
are checked by inspectors 
for cleanliness and adher- 
ence to USDA guidelines. 
This helps to eliminate 
sources of contamination 
as the meat is moved 
throughout the plant. 


Employees of the plant 
must also comply’with the 
Strict hygenic standards 
mandated by the USDA. 


Some examples of what _ 


inspectors look for in the 
pre-operative inspection 
are; water used for steriliz- 
ing utensils and equipment 
should be at feast 180°F., 
adequate lighting in 
inspectian arcas, and 
cleanliness of garments 
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diseased or injured, the 
whole animal Gan be con- 
demned, or the affected 
portion can be trimmed

worn by employees. 

The next step involves 
inspection of the animals to 
be killed for the dav. The 
veterinarian conduc .s the 
ante-mortem inspection to 
condemn obviously dis- 
eased animals that are unfit - 
for food, and to detect 
animals with less severe 
conditions for identifica- 
tion as “suspects.” . - 

All*suspects are separ- 
ated from the normal anim- 
als so the condition of the 
animal can be assessed 
completely, so that. all or 
part of the animal.can be 
condemned depending on 
what is found and’the 
degree of involvement. 

' Suspects are killed at this 
time also for hygenic rea- 
sons. Because they are last 
on the line, the 6lafi can be 
Sanitized after they are 
killed, and it also prevents 
Possible contamination of _ 
the normal animals which 
could. happen if they were 
killed at the same time. 

Once the animals Have 
been killed by humane 
methods, the post-mortem 
examination is done. The 
dead animal is divided into 


food. 


When the animal has 
passed inspection, it is cut 
into smaller pieces and is 
eventually cut into steaks 
or hams, or is processed to 
form products such as hot 
dogs or bologna. This 
phase. of meat processing 
is also inspected. to insure 
correct labeling, ingre- 
dients, weight, ‘ete:

Michele Holden's suc- 
cess as WBNS-TV's Eye- 
witness News at Noon 
anchor is the stuff that Cin- 
derella's dreams are made. 
But the 27-year-old Toledo 
native sees her fortunes in 
a divine light.

WDHO, when a news 
reporter-photographer job 
opened. She was writing 
stories, reading ‘reports 
and behind a 16mm film 
camera.

training of my career. |!

reports and prepare them 
for broadcast.” 

As the Toledo station 
acquired video equipment, 
it hired more staff and she 
had to decide which side of 
the camera she wanted to 
be on, and she chose 
reporting. 

After two years in 
WDHO's newsroom, 
Michele ached to move on.

415 votes. Aaron, however, 
missed that distinction by

Aaron second to Ty Cobb 
who received 409 in the 
tirst vote in 1936. : 

_ Robinson received 370 
votes-much more tharthe 
required 312 votes of 75 
percent. 

There was little doubt 
that Aaron and Robinson 


were to be elected. There 
was a question, however, if 
more would be elected.
